FAMED CAPSULE PICTURE 
SHOWN BY CUSSINS-FEARN 


The tire industry is represented 
in the “ time capsule” 
sunk 
by 
Westinghouse Electric and M anu­ 
facturing Co., at the 1939 
New 
York W orld ’s Fair, with a section 
of a modern safety tire prepared 
by the Fisk Rubber Corporation, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass. 
The inscription on the back of 
the section reads: “ In 1939, 100 
years after the discovery of the 
vulcanization of rubber, the safest 
automobile tire manufactured con­ 
sisted of a cover or tread of rub­ 
ber containing a substantial por­ 
tion of carbon black, supported by 
multiple layers of cotton cords, in­ 
sulated from each other by layers 
of rubber. The tire served as 
a 
protector for a thin rubber 
air 
container. The tread portion was 
rendered flexible by the insertion 
of cross strips of 
white 
rubber, 
providing increased traction.” 
The “ capsule,” buried 
beneath 
the site of the Westinghouse build­ 
ing, contains a resume of modern 
civilization. It is not to be opened 
for 5,000 years. Clues to its loca­ 
tion will be mentioned in books 
placed in libraries throughout the 
world.

Circulato ry Sy stem And Its Mechanism 


By LOGAN CTTTNDEMNG, M. I). 


IN TH E Century o f Pro gress 
Building o f the Chicago ilxpo sitio n 
o f a year o r two ago there was a 
transparent man o n exhibitio n. It 
was a glas.s figure in the fo rm o f the 
human bo dy, and all the o rgans, 
blo o d ves.scls and nerves co uid be 
seen thro ugh the bo dy w alls. There 
was, ho wever, o ne feature o f the 
anato m ical curio sity which made it 
entirely dilTerent fro m real life. 
There was no mo vement. 
If a living human being co uld sud­ 
denly be arranged so that all his 
tissues were tran.sparent, we wo uld 
be struck first o f all by the inces­ 
sant mo v'ement and co mmo tio n go ­ 
ing o n. Mo st OI this wo uld be due 
to the mo vements o f the circulato ry 
system. The heart wo uld be pump­ 
ing blo o d o ut o f its two chambers, 
o ne chamber expanding the lung? 
every seco nd w îih a fresh burst o f 
blo o d, the o ther side sho o ting blo o d 
into all the thro bbing arteries o f 
the bo dy. 


Distributes Fo o d 
Wc wo uld see the blo o d co rpus­ 
cle.? rapidly mo ving and cro wding 
o ut o f the arteries into the capil­ 
laries and gradually slo wing their 
mo vements when they enter the 
veins, and .still mo re slo wly making 
their way back to the heart again. 
It is this system which is essen­ 
tial fo r the di. Iributio n o f fo o d and 
o xygen and the m any o ther things 
the bo dy cell? need. In o ur o utline 
o f the functio n o f the bo dy in the 
articles during the last few weeks, 
we started with the dig« -Tive sys­ 
tem because that prepares the fo o d 
so it can be utilized fo r energy. 
Then we to o k up the rcipirato ry 
system , which brings into the bo dy 
the o xygen which burns the fo o d. 
Later we discu.ssed the blo o d sys­ 
tem, which is thi medium in which 
bo th these arc carried » o the ceils.! 


No w we co me to the circulato ry 
system , which .pumps 
the blo o d 
aro und and distributes the material 
to all parts o f the bo dy. 


Go es in Circle 


Circulatio n co mes frcm a Latin 
wo rd which means to mo ve in a 
circle. Acco rdingly, w’e m ust fo llo w 
the blo o d in its circle in o rder to 
understand the pro cess fully. There 
are fo ur chambers in the heart, the 
main o nes 
being the 
ventricles, 
which are ho llo w m uscular o rgans. 
Fro m the left o ne the blo o d is 
pumped o ut first into the arteries 
and then thro ugh the capillaries. 
In the capillaries it gives up fo o d 
and o xygen to the cells and takes up 
w aste pro ducts, returning to the 
right ventricle by way o f the veins. 
The right ventricle pumps the blo o d 
o ut to the lungs, where a number o f 
w aste pro ducts are remo ved. After 
returning to the left ventricle, co m­ 
pleting the circle, the cycle begins 
anew. 
Besides the system ic and lung cir­ 
culatio n there is a third circulatio n, 
o r o ne usually co unted as such, in 
the circulatio n thro ugh the liver. 
All the fo o d pro ducts are abso rbed 
in the intestine and mo st o f them 
are carried by the po rtal vein di­ 
rectly to the liver. They are left 
there fo r the liver to prepare them 
fo r receptio n by the tissues, and the 
blo o d mo ves o n into the right side o f 
the heart. 
, 
Ano ther im po rtant po int in the 
circulatio n is the kidney unit where 
w aste pro ducts are remo ved.

FAMED CAPSULE PICTURE 
SHOWN BY CUSSINS-FEARN 


On The Air 


The tire industry is represented 
in the “ time capsule" 
sunk 
by 
Westinghouse Electric and M anu­ 
facturing Co., at the 1939 
New 
York W orld’s Fair, with a .section 
of a modern safety tire prepared 
by the Fisk Rubber Corporation, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass. 
The inscription on the hack of 
the section reads: “ In 1939, IOO 
years after the discovery of the 
vulcanization of rubber, the safest 
automobile tire manufactured con­ 
sisted of a cover or tread of rub­ 
ber containing a substantial por­ 
tion of carbon black, supported by 
multiple layers of cotton cords, in­ 
sulated from each other by layers 
of rubber. The tire served as 
a 
protector for a thin rubber 
air 
container. The tread portion was 
rendered flexible by the insertion 
of cross strips of 
white 
rubber, 
providing increased traction.” 
The “ capsule," buried 
beneath 
the site of the Westinghouse build­ 
ing, contains a resume of modern 
civilization. It is not to be opened 
for 5,000 years. Clues to its loca 
tion will be mentioned in books 
placed in libraries throughout the 
world. 
In tribute to unbiased engineers 
and Safti-Flight Tires Cussing and 
Fearn are displaying in their win 
dow a cross section picture of this 
capsule.

FOR FEELS PROPOSAL TWISTED 
W A S H IN G T O N — No one around the 


White House is saying much about it, 
but the President's feeling toward Cham­ 
berlain, Mussolini and Hitler is a degree 
less than luke-warm these days. 
His feeling for Hitler and Mussolini 
has been frigid for a good many months, 
lnit the lower temperature toward Cham­ 
berlain comes of his belief that the Prime 
Minister lent himself to tin' perversion of 
Roosevelt’s proposal of a general European 
conference, so that it degenerated into a 
secret sell-out of small democracies. 
Though it was not made public at Hie 
time, Roosevelt's proposal to Hitler, tele­ 
graphed just before the Munich confer­ 
ence, envisaged a meeting of eight or more 
powers, including Russia and Czechoslo­ 
vakia, two countries vitally concerned. 
This idea was communicated to Cham­ 
berlain 
and 
to 'Mussolini, 
and 
it 
was 
understood that Chamberlain approved it. 
Instead he concurred in Un’ twisting of 
Roosevelt’s proposal into a four-power pri­ 
vate deal. 


SIMPLE TASTES 
Answer of a prominent foreign diplo­ 
mat stationed in W ashington when asked 
if he knew Hitler: “Yes, I am acquainted 
with him. 
Ile is a man of simple tastes. 
Ile is easily satisfied — if he can have 
everything he wants.” 


AFTER THE HISSES 
C O M E patrons of American movie theatres 
^ 
have been heard to hiss lately when 
pictures of Hitler appeared on the screen. 
It may be a natural expression of the dis­ 
like and distrust in which the system he 
has created is held in this country, hut >t 
isn’t a very useful gesture. 
It doesn’t 
annoy Hitler because he doesn’t hear it, 
and it doesn’t do anything constructive 
about combatting, 
here and now, the 
Nazism, Fascism and Communism which 
most Americans lump as equally bad alien 
evils. 
If the news reels showing foreign 
statesmen and foreign armies are of any­ 
thing more than passing entertainment for 
us. they should make us consider thought­ 
fully the reasons why we don’t like those 
foreign isms and inquire how we really 
feel about democracy.

W hat are its good qualities, ami I 
how can we strengthen them ? 
We are reluctant to fight any foreign 
people with military weapons, lait we must I 
fight democracy's enemies with something.

WALLACE’S RESHUFFLE 
W hat most people missed in connection 
with Secretary W allace’s reshuffle of the 
Agriculture Department was that it fits 
into Hie pattern of the Reorganization Bill, 
and indicates tho White House intention 
of pushing that bill to passage. 
One of the first principles of the 
Brownlow Report— basis of the Reorgani­ 
zation Bill— was that private lands should 
come under Agriculture, and public lands 
under Interior. 
In the Wallace reshuffle, all activities 
directly related to the farm er have been 
nailed down beyond chance of transfer 
to his Cabinet colleague, Harold Tokes. 
But other functions of the Department 
have been left flapping in the breeze. 
For 
example, no provision for the Forest Ser­ 
vice has been made in the new plan, des­ 
pite the historic fight between Agriculture 
and Interior over its control. 
This service 
is not connected with private farm lands, 
but with public lands. 
F. A. Silcox, Chief of the Forest Ser­ 
vice, has long resisted the transfer to the 
Interior Department, and last year de­ 
c lin e d Secretary lekes’ offer of an A ssist­ 
ant 
Secretaryship 
if 
he 
would 
switch 
allegiance. 
Now it looks as if the Silcox 
agency is fated for transfer anyway. 
Tim same is true of Public Roads, in 
which Wallace 
Sias no active interest. 
Still another agency left out is Hie Pure 
Food and Drugs Administration, an orphan 
child of the Department. 
Wallace stands ready to sacrifice an 
orphan or two, but the AAA has been safe­ 
ly iolded into the family bosom and its 
name written down in the family Bible.

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Circulatory System And Its M echanism 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
TN THE Century of Progress 
Budding of the Chicago Exposition 
of a year or two ago there was a 
transparent man on exhibition. It 
was a glass figure in the form of the 
human body, and all the organs, 
blood vessels and m r vt 3 could be 
seen through the body walls. There 
was, however, one feature of the 
anatomical curiosity which made it 
entirely different from real life. 
There w as no movement, 
If a living human bein'.’; could sud­ 
denly be arranged so th at all his 
tissues were transparent, we would 
be struck first of all by the inces­ 
sant movement and commotion go­ 
ing on. Most of this would be due 
to the movements of the circulatory 
oystem. The heart would be pump­ 
ing blood out of its two chambers, 
one chamber expanding the lungs 
every second with a fresh burst of 
blood, the other side shooting blood 
into all the throbbing arteries of 
the body. 
Distributes Food 
We would see the blood corpus­ 
cles rapidly moving and crowding 
out of the arteries into the capil­ 
laries and gradually slowing their 
movements when they enter the 
veins, and still more slowly making 
their way back to the heart again. 
It is this system which is essen­ 
tial for the distribution of food and 
oxygen and the many other things 
the body cells need. In our outline 
of the function of the body in the 
articles daring tho last few weeks, 
we started with the digestive sys­ 
tem because that prepares the food 
so it can be utilized for energy. 
Then we took up the respiratory 
system, which brings into the body 
the oxygen which burns the food. 
Later we ti scussed the blood sys# 
tem, which is the medium in which 
both these are carried to the cells. 


Now we come to the circulatory 
system, which .pumps the blood 
around and distributes the material 
to all parts of the body. 


Goes in Circle 
Circulation comes frcm a Latin 
word which means to move in a 
circle. Accordingly, we must follow 
the blood in its circle in order to 
understand the process fully. There 
are four chambers in the heart, the 
main ones being the ventricles, 
which are hollow muscular organs. 
From the left one the blood is 
pumped out first into the arteries 
and then through the capillaries. 
In the capillaries it gives up food 
and oxygen to the cells and takes up 
waste products, returning to the 
right ventricle by way of the veins. 
The right ventricle pumps the blood 
out to the lungs, where a number of 
waste products are removed. After 
returning to the left ventricle, com­ 
pleting the circle, the cycle begins 
anew. 
Besides the systemic and lung cir­ 
culation there is a third circulation, 
or one usually counted as such, in 
{he circulation through the liver. 
All the food products are absorbed 
in the intestine and most of them 
are carried by the portal vein di­ 
rectly to the liver. They are left 
there for the liver to prepare them 
for reception by the tissues, and the 
blood moves on into the right side of 
the heart, 
t 
Another im portant point in the 
circulation is the kidney unit where 
waste products are removed.
